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Resume 

The malformation caused by pathogens is often mistaken for the specific 
characteristics which make a feature of distinct variety or form. 

Phyllostachys reticulata C. Koch forma Tanakae Nakai is no more than a 
usual Phyllostachys reticulata C. Koch on which culm Asterinella hiugensis Hino 
et Hidaka is parasitic. 

Eupatorium Fortunei Turcz. var. simpltcifolium Nakai f. aureo -reticulatum 
Nakai is a virus-infected Eupatorium Fortunei Turcz. var. simplicifolium Nakai 
in the judgement on the inoculation experiments of the writer. 

Quercus glauca Thunb. var. stricta Makino is probably to be a virus-infected 
Quercus glauca Thunb. which ihas a close resemblance to pecan rosette in the 
morphological feature. Quercus phylliraeoid.es A. Gray var. crispa Makino seems, 
to be also a virus-infected form. 

Nandina domestica Thunb. is susceptible to the virus disease. Its variety 
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capillaris Makino is to be a virus-infected form. 

Bladhia crenata Hara and Trachelospermum asiaticum Nakai are susceptible 
to virus diseases. The form with crispate leaves is to be a virus-infected one. 

Euonymus japonicus Thunb. var. aureo-variegatus Lowe has two types, one 
of which being hereditary and another pathological. The latter is to be a Virus- 
infected form. 

The variety with crispate leaves of Lignlaria Tussilaginea Makino is supp¬ 
osed to be a-virus-infected one. The characteristics specific to virus disease is 
recognizable in early spring and entirely masked during the summer in the case 
of the variety crispaia Makino. 

Some species of ferns have the leaves with split edges. Its cause is often 
due to virus infection, though it is hereditary in some cases.
